MEETING WITH ROLF HAENCCI 

Occasionally in the past I have mentioned SI IOC Radio in this column, with their site of 
http://www.shoc.ch/ on the web. While I was in Switzerland 1 had the opportunity to 
meet with Rolf llaenggi, the main force behind this interesting company. Rolf is one of 
the world's top experts in digital mode decoding. He develops decoding and monitoring 
software, and he sells high end receivers to work with his software systems. His web site 
is very interesting, whether you are interested in utility station decoding or not. 

Most of Rolfs work in the past has been with governments, but he does sell products to 
the general public. He has a close relationship with Joerg Klingenfuss, the other well 
known figure in European utility station monitoring. In fact, Rolf is an important guy on 
the worldwide shortwave scene, but few of us have ever heard of him. 

Rolf says that he and others arc presently working on the problem of decoding satellite 
data streams. These are heavily subject to packet transmissions, multiplexing, and other 
signal complexities that make them much more difficult to work with than we might be 
familiar with from dabbling in simple RTTY decoding. 

What docs this all have to do with clandestine broadcasting? Obviously a guy who does

The very latest 
reports, widely printed in media, noted that a big battle was fought on November 17 
between the leftist rebels and the Columbian government.

Now that darkness comes early to eastern North America, this one could be a 
legitimate target for us. lias anybody been hearing this Colombian clandestine late in the 
afternoon, near sunset? The usual variable frequency of 6261 kl I/, is the place to look.

ENGLISH LANGUAGE CLANDESTINE 

F.yen a casual glance at clandestine loggings n any contemporary source causes the mind 
ol some DXers to glaze over. The bulk of pure clandestine activity today is concentrated 
in Asia and the Middle liast. with a smattering ol Africans mixed in. An unfortunate 
consequence of this is that the days when linglish and Spanish programming could be 
heard on clandestine stations are largely in the past. There arc a few exceptions, notably 
the Colombian activity discussed here this month. But, since few of us arc able to 
understand eastern languages, the program content of most clandeslines nowadays is 
almost impossible for the average DXer to decipher. 

There is one other interesting exception, the Voice of Jammu Kashmir Freedom. CRW 
#57 contains a lisifull of loggings lor this one, which includes an linglish segment around 
1400 UTC when it is audible. Various bulletin sources were cited by CRW for this 
inloimation. including S. Adolfsson in SW Uulletin, Hans Johnson and Dave Valko in 
CDX, and Victor Goonctillckc in Numcro Uno. The station operates on 5101 kHz, with 
the transmitter usually nudgingjust a hair higher than this nominal frequency. 

America, Consequently, this station is n lough to impossible catch for most of us. The 
Valko and Johnson logs cited in CRW weie from Hawaii. Victor lives in Sri Lanka as 
many Winter SWL Festival attendees will recall. Hut, for west coast ACL members, this 
one might not be out of the question.

TEN TEC 3411 RECEIVER

fee 340 DSP receiver. I also held off on saying loo much about it, pending a detailed 
review of the receiver that appears in the brand new Passport. This book is of course 
widely available from shortwave retailers and bookstores everywhere, and also direct at 
http://www.passband.coni from the publisher. 

But, since my Swiss trip has fouled up the normal column schedule here this month, the 
lime has arrived for me to say something about the new fen Tec. Ibis is a very high 
quality receiver, which fully implements DSP processing lor all receiver functions. It is 
similar to the Watkins Johnson 8711, and in fact was designed to meet the same 
government specification that stimulated the WJ. (Note, the WJ 1IF-I000 has been 
discontinued, having been replaced by the virtually identical and much more expensive

lock with weak signals. Other notable problems include the fact that the noise blanker is 
not yet implemented in the current version of the 340 software code. The range of both 
the PBT and notch circuits are only + / - 2000 Hz, a disappointingly narrow constraint. A 
9 kHz tuning step was inadvertently left out of the 340, a handicap for those who arc 
DXing medium wave stations outside North America. The synchronous detector does not 
work with bandwidths narrower than 4 kHz, a very unfortunate quirk. The otherwise 
wonderful PBT circuit does not work with filters wider than 4 kHz, the exact opposite of 
the synch detector. 

The good news is that Ten Tec has announced that they plan upgrades to the software 
code that will improve the DSP functions of the radio. I have found through direct 
communications with the company that they are even now actively working on these 
upgrades, although they do not have firm availability dates yet. 

In any event, if you are writing to Santa Claus, you probably will want to make sure that 
he adds a Ten Tec 340 to your list. If Santa can't do it, your spouse can be encouraged to 
take his place. In three or four months of use, I can attest to the fact that you'll have a 
very hard time finding a better receiver for pirate and clandestine DXing.

Covert Comms

The interesting saga continues about the ENIGMA machine stolen from the 
Blctchly Park museum on April 1st. The machine finally turned up on October 17th in 
the mailroom of the BBC. Apparently the machine was mailed to Jeremy Paxman, the 
anchor of the BBC's "Ncwsnight" program. It is believed that the machine had been in 
the BBC's mailroom for some lime. Authorilics believe it is the stolen Enigma machine, 
since it has the G3 1 2 serial number. It is unknown whether or not any ransom money 
was paid by the museum. It was also rumored that the person who stole Hie machine 
could have been an insider at the museum who was angry with the museum's manager. 

In other news, the CIA is investigating 160 of its employees for exchanging off- 
color jokes and other "inappropriate" email in a secret chat room that was created in the 
agency's classified computer network. The chat room was discovered during routine 
security checks. It had been operating for a number of years. 

CIA officials stale that the chat room was used for unauthorized purposes, but did 
not involve any misuse of classified information. Senior CIA managers have a software 
program called "Shadow" that remotely monitor basically every keystroke made by CIA 
employees, so it was unlikely that any classified information would have been 
exchanged.
